panel

Tho discussion featured the aft­ 
ernoon session of the

pre-school conference and Charles 
Gessner chairmaned the 
round­ 
table conference on youth prob­ 
lems and youth delinquency, Es­ 
canaba 
and 
Gladstone teachers 
and the public attended. 
The student youth section of 
the panel was 
represented 
by 
Mary 
DeChantel, 
senior; 
Ruth 
Goodreau and John Fillion, high 
school students. Briefly, what the 
high school students want, is: 
A soft-drink “ night club,” not 
located in the city recreation cen­ 
ter. and managed by
